Eighty-four years ago this week, 
on O ctober 13, 1854. in Highland, 
Illinois, was born Augustus C har­ 
les Bem ays, who before 
he 
had 
reached his eighteenth year 
had 
begun his rem arkable course 
of 
study and achievem ent 
in 
the 
field of medicine. 
After 
a 
brilliant 
educational 
career at Heidelberg, B em ays b e­ 
cam e assistant house surgeon for 
the Academic Hospital and later 
took graduate training in surgery 
with Dr. Von Langenbeck in B e r­ 
lin and Billroth in Vienna. He stu ­ 
died antiseptics with 
L ister 
in 
London and qualified for m em ber­ 
ship in the B ritish Royal Academy 
o f Surgeons. 
On returning to 
Am erica 
he 
established him self in 
St. Louis, 
limiting his practice to 
surgery, 
and was soon recognized as 
an 
operating surgeon and marvelous 
skill. 
His superior knowledge of 
anatom y made it possible for him 
toperform operations that looked 
m iraculous to laymen and to many 
poorly trained frontier physicians. 
He performed some of his most 
epoch 
making operations in 
St. 
Louis during the 1880's and 1890's. 
In 1883 he was successful in 
re ­ 
m oving a sm all false tooth plate 
jfrom a m an’s esophagus. This was 
perhaps the first operation on the 
esophagus undertaken in St. Louis 
and was, moreover, a 
type that 
was seldom attempted in the U nit­ 
ed States. 
In 1888 he perform ed 
the first successful operation for 
gunshot wound of the abdomen to 
be performed west of the M issis­ 
sippi liver, and in 1899 a success­ 
ful Caesarean, saving 
both 
the 
mother and the child. 
Eai ly in his career Dr. B em ays 
succeeded in properly diagnosing a 
rare case of gr.ll stones, and then 
by a brilliant operation he saved 
the m an’s lin and gained the d is­ 
tinction of perform ing the 
first 
gall stone operation to be 
per­ 
formed in the State of Missouri. 
By 1893 he had done about 
one 
thousand laparotom ies with 
un­ 
usual success. 
This 
group 
con­ 
tained a record ii t t f seven! y-cn e 
consecutive 
successful 
append­ 
ectomies. 
Unlike rr. o.,t Am erican surgeons 


of his age his interests were 
not 
limited 
to 
practical 
operative 
skills and techniques. 
It was, in 
fact, his original investigations on 
the anatomy of the knee join t and 
of the heart which first made his 
name known 
w herever 
m edical 
science was taught. 
His writings, 
which 
consisted 
mostly of case reports and a rti­ 
cle.'. on surgical anatom y or su r­ 
gical techniques for m edical jo u r­ 
nals, 
were vigorous and concise, 
and during one year, 1885, he pub­ 
lished at least 
four 
m eritorious 
studies. 
In his Golden Rules 
of 
Surgery (1906) and in a series of 
monographs, published under 
the 
title 
Chips 
from 
a 
Surgeon’s 
Workshop, 
he 
summarized 
his 
early experience and recorded the 
progress of his work. 
Bernays worked to secure more 
stringent 
preparatory 
require­ 
ments for the medical profession, 
better 
research 
equipm ent 
and 
longer and better graded courses 
in the medical 
colleges. 
Johns 
Hopkins of 
Baltim ore 
was 
the 
only medical school in the United 
States that approxim ated his ideal 
at the opening of the century. 
In 1890 he returned to Europe 
to attend an International 
Con­ 
gress of Physicians and Surgeons 
which was m eeting in B erlin, pre­ 
senting 
a 
paper 
of 
“Gunshot 
Wounds of the Abdom en”, which 
was later translated into 
several 
languages and published in a num ­ 
ber of medical journals. 
A fter reurning to A m erica 
he 
resigned a position he held as pro­ 
fessor of surgery at the St. Louis 
College of Physicians 
and 
S u r­ 
geons and 
accepted 
a 
sim ilar 
position at M artin Sim s 
College. 
His popularity as a teacher seems 
to have been due to his 
absolute 
m astery of the studies of anatom y 
and surgery 
In 1903 he suffered a stroke o il 
apoplexy, after which he practiv- 
ed but little and devoted his time 
to travel and writing. 
He 
died 
suddenly on May 22, 1907, at the 
age of fifty-two. 
Som e 
of 
Dr. 
B em ays’ personal traits 
brought 
him into conflict with many in the 
medical profes-lon, but even his 
enem ies conceded him a high rank 
among daring and skillful oper­ 
ators.
